That 
part is then segregated carefully in 
paper glass.

The second year’s plants are 
earefully observed. Some of them are 
more Marquis-like than of resemblance 
to durum or emmer; the appearance 
of others vice versa. 

The expert selects the plants which 
least resemble the parent stock. If, 
after the second planting of the seed 
of the “selects,” the “neither” speci- 
mens are reproduced true to type; if 
the grain product, when tested, shows 
conformation to “hard” tendencies, be- 
sides imperviousness to rust, the plant- 
ing process is continued year after 
year.

Problems of B. C. Mining 


Competent 


N UCH interest is now betng taken 
by the public in British Columbia 
mining, as is clearly shown by the 
marked activity in mining stocks and 
the comparative ease with which new 
mining promotions are financed. 

It is inevitable that when the min- 
ing industry is in such a sound and 
prosperous condition, and the public 
keenly alive to the speculative possi- 
bilities in mining, the promotion of 
some worthless properties will be at- 
tempted and that the public will be 
misled by some of the statements 
made in order to sell mining stock. 
Through the efforts of the department 
ot mines under the provisions to pro- 
tect investors in the Mineral Survey 
and Development Act, it is believed 
that generally speaking company pros- 
pectuses are reasonably accurate and 
where they are misleading they are 
quickly withdrawn upon receiving pri- 
vate notice under the act. 

There is, however, at the present 
time much misinformation being 
broadcast by means of popular articles 
in certain papers and pamphlets which 
may be highly misleading to the in- 
vestment public. Much of this litera- 
ture can be characterized as being in- 
spired by over-enthusiasm and con- 
sists of harmless exaggeration but 
some of it may seriously mislead the 
unwary.

fore considering the purchase of stock 
in a new venture. 

It should also be remembered that 
the reports of the department of 
mines contain much valuable informa- 
tion about the mineral properties of 
the province and these are available 
free of charge. 

It is apparently still possible to sell 
stock by means of the display of high 
grade mineral specimens, but it should 
always be remembered that the quan- 
tity of ore is quite as important a con- 
sideration as the quality, hence the de- 
sirability of careful investigation by 
the investing public. 

It has frequently been stated that 
the main mining operations of the 
province are conducted in a highly effi- 
cient manner, and that the technical 
direction equals that of any other 
mining area in the world, but it is 
also apparent that many of the small- 
er mining companies of the province 
lack competent technical direction in 
the carrying out of development work 
This is often due to the management 
being left in the hands of the pro 
moter who, in certain instances, has 
neither technical nor practical know 
ledge of mining. One of the greatest 
needs for mining at present time in 
the Province is a much larger supply 
of young mining graduates with two 
or three years’ practical experience 
In certain instances, the present un 
satisfactory management could witlt 
advantage be replaced by employing 
these young engineers, but the supply 
is limited and they are diftlicult to 
secure 

The successful mining conipanies of 
the province all employ this type in 
various capacities and the small local 
companies would be well advised to 
follow the example 

It is quite noticeable that many in 
fluential names are now frequently in 
cluded in boards of directors of new 


mining conipanies, apparently in order 


that the company may have a good

standing with the public, These di- 
rectors should therefore recognize that 
responsibility by seeing that accurate 
statements are presented to the public 
in literature issued by the company 
and also that the development of the 
mineral properties 1s supervised by 
capable mining engineers. In certain 
instances, shareholders’ money is be 
ing sadly wasted in expensive equip- 
ment and in elaborate development 
plans, for which no reasonable justifi- 
cation can be found. Lack of know- 
ledge and over-enthusiasm are respon- 
sible for these misguided efforts. The 
expenditure of money tnadvisedly gen- 
erally means that promising possibili- 
ties are not tested out and in some 
cases the company’s funds are gone 
before the property has nad a fair 
trial. 

It cannot be too strongly empha- 
sized that the most important function 
of the board of directors of a company 
is to see that the active management 
of the mineral property under develop- 
ment is in capable hands. 

There is now an abundance of capi- 
tal available for British Columbia 
mining comes trom many 
sources. This, of course, does not 
mean that there is a buyer tor every 
prospect, but any property with rea- 
sonable possibilities can be optioned 
to some one who will develop it. Op- 
tions naturally differ as to the specu- 


which 


lative chances of making a produc- 
tive mine out of many prospects, but 
it is quite certain that more properties 
are now being tested than ever before 
in the history of mining in the 
Province. 

The Consolidated Mining and Smelt- 
ig Company is probably in the lead in 
acquiring, optioning and developing 
properties, and is also quite active in 
putting parties in the field to prospect 
certain promising mineral areas. 
Other large mining companies in the 
Province also have exploration de- 
partments seeking new properties and 
a large number of small companies are 
active in developing one or more pro- 
perties. The capital for these small 
companies is supplied in part locally 
and partly from many sources outside 
sritish Columbia.
